; Page 225 of report of SA WARREN C. DEBRUEYS 
dated 12/2/63 at Dallas is an interview with MELVIN STACEY 
CO¥FEY, 618 NH. Pierce St., New Orleans, who has statod that 
he joined the Moisant Squadron of CAP in early 1954,end 
at that time either JOE LISMAN, an exployee of Delta Air= 
lines or a Captain YOUNG was the coimandant. COFFEY was 
unable to associate the name LEE HARVEY OSWALD with this - 
CAP Squadron or identify his photograph.

! Field. There is no indication of the date of termination 
: but his term would have expired 12/31/55 if not renewed. 
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The above mentioned former CAP officers should 
bo identified and contacted with particular reference to 
ROY CLEMENS or CLEMMENTS and the nature of any rifle trairing 
which might have been afforded OSWALD should be established. 
The extent of OSWALD's participation in the CAP program 
should also be established through contacts with the above 
persons. 
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
